The 
chief justice replied, " \'ery well ; if yun 
gu on you will take the re 
apunsibility upon yuiirself. " Kiieg.i 
then asked for half an huur in which to 
consult his clients. Mr. Ruegg decided 
to address thu jury in reference to the 
few inatanooB in which O'Donnol's name 
was mentiuned in tlio Times' articles. 
Everything else had been abandoned by 
the plaintitl'. When Mr. Ruegg con- 
cluded his address to the jury. Chief .Jus- 
tice Coleridge summed uj) tho case 
strongly against the plaintifl". He said if 
plaintifi' intended his letter to tho Tiiius 
as a vindication of hia character, it was 
dilticult to conceive uf a weaker protest. 
The jury returned a verdict for the Times. 
Parnell denies that any of tho Times let- 
ters produced in the trial are authentic. 

The sudden manner in which tho 
O'Donnell libel suit has come to a an end 
is a matter of astonishment to those w1io 
were anticipating rare and startling dis- 
closures of methods and secret business 
of the Irish national league. Pariiell's 
testimony had been looked forward to 
with great interest and numbers are dis- 
appointed at this abrupt finale of what 
was expected to be a long-drawn bat tle. 
Chief Justice Coleridge, indeed, gave thu 
trial its death-blow at tho very beginning 
by refusing to allow, as he said, the truth 
or falsehood of alleged libels against other 
people to be tried in this case. In sum- 
ming up the case, Lord Coleridge 
did not spare Mr. O'Donnell, against 
whom he launched must ciiustic nhaftsand 
for whose actions ho expressed the utmost 
conteni])t. "I am surprised, ' he said, 
"that any man, calling himself a man, 
should for his own pvirposes, whatever 
they may bo, want or atteui])t to try a 
ea.se as this one has .been tried." It is 
evident from his speech that Lord Cole- 
ridge suspected that O'Donnell is trying 
Iu get Hi|iiare with Mr. Parnell and the 
league for dropping him and that this ac- 
tion was prompted by revenge. O'Don- 
nell, however, donies that any such mo- 
tives prompted him in thu matter and in 
an interview to-day asserted that ho had 
acted throughout the matter in full ac- 
cordance with the wishes of his former 
colleagues. Ho believes he forced the 
Times to declare that it would produce 
no witnesses in support of the statements 
published in its articles on "Parnellism 
and Crime." Keen interest has been 
manifested in Parnell's ^ourse and what 
light he would throw upon the case, 
especially in reference to the letter in 
which Frank Byrne states he received 
£'100 from Parnell, but since tho Irish 
leader has denied in toto tho authenticity 
of the letters, human curiosity is left very 
much where it was at tho beginning.

An as- 
sembly had been authori7.ed and in- 
deed convoked ^ru JoruM, but never 
aaaeiubled, as the French Canadian 
population was unwilling fi> take the 
test oath. " Ki'oni 1700 to 1774 the' 
province remained in a very unsetlleil 
HtJile, cliielly on account of the iincer- 
taiiit,y that jirevailed as to the laws actu- 
ally in force." la 1771 pailianieul 
intervened for llu; lirst time in (Jaii- 
adian allaiis, ami in/iiIc ini|iiii'taiit 
constitutional changes. 'I'lu- (^iiiebei; 
act of 1774, which lemuijied in 
foroe until tho 20tli Decemhor, 17!ll, is 
briefly]^ discuaaod, and its provisions, so 
far as they nH'ectcd the two races in Can- 
ada, clearly 8t4ited, The act was intend- 
ed to adjuafc the government of the pro- 
vince so na to conciliate the majority of 
tho iieople, but waa violent ly oii)iohu(1 by 
tliu British iiiliahilaiitH, ulio si^iit a [leli- 
tion to the imperial iiarlianu'iit f;n' its re- 
|)ual or amendnient. The i:iiii.<(til iii ional 
actofi"'.*! is disciiHscd iiioro elaborately 
liii the fcjiirlJi cliMptcr. By ' it two pro- 
f incuK were estjihlijihiid in Ciiliiida, and a 
lujore liberal Hystum of govonnnoiit given 
tit each Mictiini. Thu dillicidtius ace here 
delttiled wh'ush led to the misaiow of horH 
Durhiun and tlwa UnioM Act .of J8^0, by 
wtiicili the goveriiwent WUH euti UKtud "l.<> 
Hbc luuidtt ■>/ thoau iu whuu tJiu loju-eaeii- 



tative - body had confidence," The next 
chapter, which treats of tho Union 
Act of 1840 and its ainendinenlB, 
is .one , of the moat interesting of the 
maiuiaL#a it embraces the poiriod when 
the statesmen of Great Britani first began 
t<^) appreoiafce that "the time hod arrived 
for enlarging'tho sphere of aelf-govem- 
niont in tho colonies of British North 
America," and were consequently pre- 
pared tu uiaku concessions which had 
never bean thought uf undor tho old sys- 
tem of restrictive colonial adiniiiistration, 
amiiiig the most valuable of which was 
the aduiissioii "of the all important jirin- 
ci[ilu that the ministry adviaiug the gov- 
ernor should ]>ossess the 'Confidence uf tho 
representatives uf the people nasenibled in 
parliament." This principle has since 
been .so widely extonded thut rospoiiailile 
government, as thus delined, is now en- 
joyud by all tho self-governing colonies of 
Groat Britain. In this chapter Iirief ref- 
erence is made to tlui aholitiun of the 
suigiiorial tenure system in Lower Uan- 
liiia, ill 18.")4, which, as a relic of foudal 
times, had become altogether unsuited to 
he condition of the country. lieru, too, 
are found some comments on the Civil 
Service of ..Canada, first d^alt with during 
the period covered by the chapter, which 
we would commend to the attention of 
those eminent "mugwumps" Mr. (ioorgo 
W. Curtis, Mr. Deiinian I!. ICatoii and 
the whole body of Civil .Servici^ reforiiiers 
in the neighlioriiig leiiublio.' "^\'llell self- 
government Wiis entrusted lo the provin- 
ces, the British aut horities decl;u-oil tliat 
tliiiy had no wish to make the provinces 
t he resource for patronage at homo,' but 
(111 the contrary were earnestly intent on 
iiiving to the talent and character of lead- 
ing [lersons in the colonies advantages 
similar to those which talent and charac- 
ter employed in tho public service obtain 
in the t'liited Kingdom." But at the 
same time the British giueriiiiient speak- 
iii'.^ through the otlici,il iiiedinin of the 
.Secretary of .St.-ite for the colonies alw,ays 
piessed iiiioii the Cana ban ;uilhorities the 
neces.sity of giving penii.niency anil stabil- 
ity to the public service by retaining do- 
serving public olticers without referonce 
to a change of adniinistivition. The con- 
setpienco, says Dr. Bouriiiot, of observing 
this valuable lSi iti.-<li jiriiH-ipli: has been lo 
create a large body of public servants, on 
whose ability and intelligence depends, in 
a large measnre, the easy working of llie 
machinery of government. The reuiii'ii- 
ing ton ch,i]iter.s of the manual aro devot- 
ed to the Federal union of the provinces 
.■iiiil form a logically arranged 
and clearly .stated exposition of 
the [ireseiit ciiii.stit ution which became 
o|ieiativi.! t weiii.v-oiii' years ,ago. and has 
therefore attained its majority, Tho con- 
stitution of the general government, the 
constitution of parliiunent, and tho con- 
stitution of the provincial governmonta 
are sepamtely treated, and there is a suc- 
cinct exposition uf tho causes which made 
tho union desirable. Lord Durham, in 
the rejiort to which allusion has already 
been made, had urged with great f<iree 
and clearness that "such a union would 
enable the provinces lo co-o]>erare for all 
coiiiiiion purposes, and above all it would 
b)riii a great and ])owerfiil people, posses- 
sing the mean.! of securing good and re 
sponsible government for itself." The 
subject had also been discussed time and 
again in all the local legislatures of the 
various provinces, .md in some of tliuiu it 
was more than once voted upon by the 
people. In .1867 the desired union was 
uHectod, and the provinces of British 
North America entered ii|)oii a new er;i in 
their coiistiiliuiial histc^ry. This hislory i:i 
I'liarly t raced by tlie.iiillior of this man- 
ual, ,aiid it is .s.ife to s.ay thai no such 
coiii]iact .and candid treatise has yet ap- 
peared in Canada, and none t<i which the 
pairiotiiy- Canadian can more profitably 
give his careful attention, if he would 
understand the general character of the 
constitutional system under which he 
lives, and whose institutions are begin- 
ning to attract the attention of other 
countries, ' Various tjueslioiis i>f great 
public interest and utility uliich li.ive 
from t ime to time commanded .ittenlion 
from till! press and the public aro also 
di.si iissed. such as llie disallowance of pro- 
vincial acts, the ilisi libllliipli III leu;i.il.ll ivr 
powers, ripari.-m rights, the sale uf fer 
iiinil eil and .spi rit uou.s ni|UMrs, wliiletlie 
be.'iring of various judicial decisions ;ire 
analyzed and the constitutional priiici|>ies 
delined are developed in their eH'ucts in 
federal and provincial legislative powers. 
Probably no chupter of the book will be 
read with greater iiiterost by the student, 
than tho.se which sunmiariice the princi- 
ples laid down \)y the cnurl.s in iiitei pret- 
111'.; the coiistitiil ion. I''iir as Ibo aiithdi 
says, "It is ipii^sl ioii.able if political bodies 
cm over be tho safest interpreters of con- 
si it iitioiial law. It is in I he courts I hat 
the solution iiiilsL be siiil'.4bt fur 1 hi- dilii- 
cilllies that arise ill llie Worliiiig uf a 
feder.al cnh-il i 1 ul K ill. .\ s loin; .-is tlie 
courts of Canada coiitiiiiie to bo respecteil 
as impartial, judicious interpreters of the 
law, and her Btatesnien are influenced hy 
a desire to accord to each legislative 
authority in thu Dominion its legitimate 
sliaru in legislation, dangeivius com 
plications can hardly arise to pi-ovent 
tlie harmonious operation of it cnlistitu- 
tional system, whose basis reals on the 
[iliiiciple of giving- due sireiiglli to the 
cell! lid goveriiiiient and al the same time 
e\i'iT necessary frei'ilniii to the ilillerelit 
provinces wliitdi compose the (y'oiifedera- 
tiiiii." in an appendix, for imriioses of 
reference, fcliero #rfl giv.eii, in full, the 
liritiah North America Act, ).8U7, for thu 
union of Canada, Nova Scotia, and Now 
Brunswick, and the govoriiinent thereof ; 
an act roapetiting tlio eatabliahnipiit of 
provincea in tho Dominion of Canada, 
passed ill 1871 ; an act to ronmvi) nei'tain 
doubts with ruspegt to tho jiuwera of tlm 
parliament of Caiiailii, undor Suction J,S 
of the British North America .Act, 1807, 
ri'Mpecling the privili'geH, iiiiiiiiiiiil,ius and 
powers to be held, enjoyed and oxercised 
hy the Senate and by the Hoiisu of Ciini- 
iiions uiid meinliors thereof.

institutions, the Dominion of Canada 
nood not fojir coiujiariKDii with any oilier 
country in those things which make a 
coiniuunity truly happy and prosiienuis. 
Nor will he leaa appreciate the impartial 
test! mony of a recently departed G o verno r- 
( ieiiond, after liavhig had experience of tho 
working of our institutions: "A judica- 
ture above suspicion; self-governing coin- 
iiiunities entrusting lo a strong central 
governmont all national interests; the 
Loleralion of nil faiths, with favor to none; 
a fraiicliiae recognizing the rights of labor, 
by the exclusion only of tho idler; the 
maintenance of a government not privi 
loged to exist for any fixed term, but 
ever susceptible to the change of piiblii 
opinion, and ever open, through a respon 
siblo mhiistry, to the scrutiny of the 
fieuple; these are the features of your 
rising power." Well may every Cana- 
dian be proud of a Uoininiou and a gov- 
ernment that thus uipiipped enters upon 
Its earlier and stalwart manhood! 



IMPURE OLIVK OIL. 

Seven samples of so-called Califurnia 
(dive oil have been submitted to tests at 
.San Francisco. Two aro formed of the 
pure article. Tlio other five are adulter- 
ated. The test is made with nitric acid, 
a .small proportion being put into a pan 
and slowly heated. If the oil is pure it 
solidilies into a golden or straw-coh.red 
iii.iss. I f adulterated with l.ird and col - 
tun-seed oil it becomes a dark red liiiuid 
.md will not solidify. 'If the .samples re- 
ferred to, one lh.it is ret.ailed at tio cents 
a bottle, is pure col I on-set^il oil; another 
is tiO per ciuit. of that article; another is 
only one-ipiarter pure oil and a fourth is 
composed uf peanut and sesame oil. This 
last sample shows much lighter color iu 
the test. -Ml of these oils are made in 
t.'ahlornia, are sold daily iu tlu' local 
markets and are shipjied Kast in barge 
ipiantitieH. Two linns koeji brands of 
oil that are liO per cent, or iiiuie pure cot- 
ton seed, letail'iig at llO and (io cents, and 
.at the same time keep mi their slielves 
other oil of known purity that brings 
.■*2.r>0 a bottle of the same ipi.intity. It 
is suggested to houaekeepera that a good 
test for olive oil is to place the bottle in 
the ice-cheat over night. If it is impure 
it will be of the consistency of butter in 
the tnurning; if pure, there will be no 
change in its appearance. The names of 
all tliebottlersof ihisimpuriHiil will besub- 
mitted and a sgiecial coiiiiuitteo will be 
asked for to take the steps necessary to 
l>reak up the trailic in the impure article.

"How do tlii^ Hpwulators operate?" 

Thoy l)ej;in just ;ih that dispatch indi- 
cates: tii-st, l>y wiyinj,' that tlu'rc is ii larKf 
quantity of oil held over from hist yeiu-, 
whii;h is not tiiie; then th(\v oveintate the 
amount on hand, and linuUy tliay clinch 
the matter hy saying lhab'only $1.80 a 
pound is offered. That price may be 
offered, but the fanuera who prwhao the 
oil are too'siiari)'to sell at less than $'2.. "30 
a pound, anil tliey will Iiold it and beat 
the Hi>e<'idatois at llu ir own Kanie." 

"Why is not more of it raisecl?" 

"The mint re(|uii('s peouliar soil mi^ 
BlH>cial care is needed Ixilh iti the raising 
of the plant and the distilling ot the oil. 
The crop ia growu on land that is luoiat' 
and has a rich, KUidy loam.- The mint is 
planted in furrows thirty inches apart, 
and while growing rei|uiri's a jjreal ileal 
of cultivation, as evi rv wci'ii has to \>f 
kept out. Other" ise the uil would not bo 
good, ^\'llen (nil j;iiiu n and in hlnoiii it 
is cut with a seylhe and hauled lu the 
Still as noon as ii is wittwt.

It is pai ked in tin 
cans tor shipment and is sent all over the 
United iStutes, and coiisiderahle of it goes 
abroad." 

"Is there none raised in Europe?" 

Oeriuany prtHlnces a little, but 
we send more todennany tliau t ieriiiany 
raises, and «e I'lunisb not only I ji^laiui 
and Frame, hut Kii.->.i:i ami .Austria as 
well. Till' ;M'eale.-it u.-.e (or it is in eoii- 
leelioiiery . Fepperiiiint lozeiii^ers are 
eaten limn one end of Ibo t;lobe to the 
other, and you <.'an form snnii' idea ol the 
tjuantity of them maile IVoin the lad, that 
$150,000 worth of i:ie oil is u.sed every 
year to flavor them."

III the SiiiJii-ine Ciiiirl of linli.-ili Co/ii/ii/<M: 

I, Miss .lessie Fowler, of Victoria, liril 
isli Columbia, make oath and say: 

1. That my mother, Mrs. Marion L. 
Fowler, was uniphiyed as niatnni of the 
Chinese girls' "Home," which was organ 
i/.ed and controlled by ,lohn K. X'rooiii.iii, 
otherwise John E. d'ardiier. .My motliei 
was matron Iroiu the LTlli dune, 1.S.S7, 
until lifter New Year's day, IS.SJS. 

My mother was reijuirod to slay at 
the "Homo" day and night; she never 
left there during the tiiiio without leaving 
either me or my sister in charge. I lived 
there with my mother, and have persmial 
knowledge of the facts herein stated. 

;i. Tiio " Home" at the time hereiu- 
befere mentioned was situated on Freder- 
ick Sli'eel, Victoria. iMrs. Hopkins, the 
mother-in-law of Prof. Moiizies, was the 
matron immediately preceding my mother. 
Miss Leak is the present matron in charge 
of the "Home." 

4. In the inontli of .laniiary last, dur- 
ing the cold weather, while there were 
snow on the ground, Ah Lin and .\h Hoe, 
former inmates of the " Home," came to 
our residence on Fisguard .Street, iie.ii 
Bhinchard, at about 9 o'clock in the even- 
ing. This was after luy mother had left 
the "Home." They were crying bitterly, 
.ind .said the matron had been bealiiiL' 
them anil bad refused tlieui supjier. They 
were very Ibinly clad, each having only 
one lliiii shirt and a coat, liesides siloes 
and stockings, and a handkerchief on 
t heir heads. We took them in. This 
was oil a Friday. We kept them until the 
following Monday, no one coming for 
them or emiuiring after them in the mean- 
time. On ftlonday my mother told tlieiu 
to go to Vrooinan's n.'sidence, and expect- 
ing lliem to be returned to the Home my 
iii'ilher sent a pipe and some l.ibaceo that 
was at our residence which belonged to 
All Sue an inmate of the Home. * * * 
They left to go to Mr. (iardner'a. They 
afterwards returned and said tliey had 
been to Mr. Vroonian's but no mie was 
in, and that they then went to the Home 
bill were refused admit laiu.e. We kept 
themauain on Monday night , and bi;ing 
eouviliced that iMr. N'rooiiian would make 
no provision for ihcin, we decided to liinl 
some private family who would take them. 
On tho next day my mother and sister 
went to see Mra. Hopkins, who waa then 
living ivlth Mr. and Mvi. .Men/.ies, to 
m ike .irrangeineiits for the girls. .Salis- 
fa^lory arrangements .were made aud 
Prof. Men/.ies and Mr. Cohen came 011 
Tuesday nigbt and took the girls away. 
1 have not seen Ah Lin since, hut 1 liave 
seon Ah Uoe several times since on the 
streets caring for Mr. Cohen's baby. She 
w.iswell dressed and seemed coiileliled 
ami happy. 

1"). Simie of the girls were brougliL lo 
the Home and detained there by fmie 
and iig.iinst their will. 1 remember par- 
ticularly Ah Gow, who 1 believe ia also 
called Sai ICiiu, was brought down from 
Nanaimo by Mr. Vroornan as we were in- 
formed by Mr. Vroimian. It was after 
;» o'clock in t he night when \'iooiiiaii, in 
coiupaiiy with his wife and iMr. Starr, 
brought Ah Guw to the Home. Mr. 
N'looinan told my mother to be very e,ire- 
ful with her as she wanted to get away. 
After Mr. Vroonian left, my mother 
.asked Ah Gow if she wanted to stay at 
the l)ome. She cried violently .'iiid .said 
"No, |)o, Vroonian too inucbee 110 good." 
She appeared lo bo afraid of Vroonian. 
She tried all the doors and tl'ieil to get 
out, but my niollier had, in aeeordaiicu 
with Mr. Vrooinan's iustructiona, lockeil 
th« doors and nailed , down the win- 
dows. She cried and fretted all 
night, and did not sleep any. She 
w.is ke]iL in coiilinemeni agiiist her 
will during the whole time my mother 
was ill charge of the "Home" after she 
was brought there. No Chinese person 
was allowed tu apeak to her, except 
the other girls: When she arrived 
she had a very peculiar expression about 
the L'yes and was very nervous. -Mr. 
C inllier said she had been drugged. Thi^ 
next day a physician was called in and he 
s.'iid she had booi) drugged. She would 
scre.im and cry every tiino Yrooniaii 
ciiiuo near hor. 

6. Mr. Gardner would not. allow .any 
Chiimman to speak to any of the 'girls in 
his absence. He often brought Cliiimiueu 
to visit certain of the girls. I'lie coiiver- 
siitioiis were always in Chinese and in 
Vrooinan's presence. The visitor usually 
brought jireseiits to the girl. 

7. Mr. Garijln.er gaye Ijistiiuutii.iis to 
mother a short time before the fa^l assi/es 
of 1887, to treat Ah Yo very kindly, as 
he wanted hor to give evidence against a 
Chinaman, cliaiged with bieaking into a 
house. Air. ( iardner came to thu "Home" 
every night for (^|)()u|> a week before the 
as.si/.es and had long illtorvinvya with Ah 
Yo, sejiarato from the other girls, My 
mutlior asked him what was tlie matter; 
he said he was telling her about tho trial. 
We understood from Ah Yo thai Mr. 
VroDinan was posting her what to say on 
the trial. .Ii;.ssri; M. li'ow i.mt.
